Come here before you in a Spirit of Love, to acquaint you with 
divers things relating to my preſent Caſe ; chuling rather to com- 
mit what I had to ſay, into writing, then by word of mouth 
well knowing that words {poken, either may not be ſo well remem- 
bred by them that hear them, or may be liable to be miſconſtru- 
ed by ſome that may be prejudiced, 


In the firſt place, I lay my Complaint before you, again divers per- 
ſons owned by you, as Members of : your Socety, for their publick 
defamation of me, and grolly and unchriſtianly repreſenting me in ſome 
late printed books; as particularly Thomas Ellwood in his two Printed 
Books againſt me, and John Pennington in his printed Book, And I de» 
fire that Juſtice of you, that ye may hear what I have to offer to you as 
ſufficient proof and evidence, that they have grolly defamed me, and 
falſely accuſed me, and miſrepreſented me ; and alſo I laying Complaint 
againlt the ſecond days Meeting, or that party of them, who have either 
approved or permitted ſuch {ſcandalous Books to come forth againſt me 
and alſo for their approving or Peng Sam. Tennings his ſcandalous 
Book fll'd with many Falſhoods and Defamations, to come out againſt 
me, as I have made ſuthciently to appear in my late Anſwer to the tame, 
and offer more to make appear, if ye giveme a hearing, 

Secondly, 1 lay my Complaint betore you, againſt divers perſons who 
have publickly Interrupted me in my publick Teſtimony, and exerciſe 
of my Miniftry in Meerings, particularly Daniel Wu:rlley at two ſeveral 
tinzes in the Mzeting at #:terart-Conrt ; the laſt time being the laſt firſt 
Day ; and W. Penn, ſome Weeks ago, at Rarcliff Mceting, not only in- 
terrupted me in my publick Teſtimony, but called. me Apoſtare, and 
anopen En:zmy to Truth and Friends, doing what in me lay to pluck 
mm Tertimony of Truth and Friends oy *o Roots, with divers others 
faife Speeches and D-famarions ; bur inſtead of proving his charge a- 
A 2 gainſt 
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gainſt me, he went away in haſt. Now his Co againſt me, That I 
was an Apoſtate, and did what in me lay to pluck up the Teſtimony of 
Truth: and Friends by the Roots, doth plainly enough imply his ottence 
at the Docrine aſſerted by me, as being oppotite to the principal Teſti- 
mony of Truth aflerted by faithful Friends, and ftriking at the very Root 
and Foundation of Friends Teſtimony. Now I detire this Juſtice of you, 
That W. Penn be required to make good his Charge againſt me, and prove 
me guilty of the ſame, or that he be brought to acknowledg his Error ; 


and alſo I defire to know what any of you have again!t mz, in matter of 


Do&rine, or Life and Converſation, that maketh tome ſo untricndly and 
unbrotherly towards me ; and whatever my Offences may be, whether 
ſuppoſed or real, that it may appear that ye are for doing Juſtice impar- 
tiall , Without favour or relpe& of perſons ; I judg ye ought to be con- 
cerned, equally to hear my Complaints, and do me Juſtice againſt ſuch 
owned by you, as have wronged me, as to hear their Complaints againſt 
me, and do them Juſtice againſt me ; if it appeareth that I have wrong- 
ed them, yea, ſuppoſe I were as bad as ſome repreſent me, or worſe, fup- 
poſe I were Twrk,or Jew, ye ought to do me Juſtice againſt them that have 
defamed me, and falſly accuſed me ; and in otder to do me am, to 
hear the Evidences and Proofs that Ihave to bring forth againſt them, 

Thiraly,Whereas they that gave forth that Paper, called, Arrue account 
of the Proceedings at the laſt yearly Meeting in this place, gave it as their 
Advice, That Friends ſhould be tender and kind to me ; as I ſhould ap- 
prove my. ſelf to be'a Man of Peace and Charity towards all, and An- 
iwer your Chriſtian Advice therein, and to avoid all publick and appa- 
rent refletions. on both ſides. Now that it may appear ye are for doing 
Juſtice impartially, let it be impartially examined by you, as well whe- 
ther they of the one ſide have not kept to that Advice given in that Pa- 
per, as whether I have kept to it on the other fide, and let it be duely 
weighed in the Ballance of Truth, which of us are more or leſs guilty, 
or whether theyor I be moſt, or altogether Innocent ; but if it be ſaid, 
there is no time for ſuch an Examination or enquiry, I ſay, if ſufficient 
time be not allowed for fuch an Examination, no due Judgment can be 
given in the Caſe againſt me ; for whatever pretences ſome make to Judg 
me to be wrong, and of a wrong Spirit, trom their inward Sence and 
diſcerning, without outward Proofs and Evidence in matter of Fact a- 
_-_ me, will bear weight with none of a ſound judzment, and who 

ave a due regard to Chritt's Do&rine, which is to Jndg the Tree by its 
Fruits, and theſe Fruits muſt be made appear in lom2 matrcer of Do&in or 
Faith, and the Scriptures forbid to receive an Accuſation againſt an Elder, 
but before two or three Witneiles. 

Fowrthly, I lay my Complaint before you againſt 4/1. Bingely, John 
Vaxghton and. others, who have manifeſtly, to the obſervation ec: the 
Meeting , endeavoured to hinder my. ſpeaking in Meetings, ſo. cloſly 
peaking one after another, and {ometimes making ſigns, and pulling 9 
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the Coat to ſtand up and (peak, on purpoſe to prevent my ſpeaking ; and 
on a Firſt Day, at Fhitchart-Conrt Meeting, FW. Bingely and Sem, Wall- 
denfield, broke up the Meeting before its utual time, as 15 well known 
VF. Bingely, or ſome other crying out, paſs away Frienas, after I began to 
ſpeak, which occafioned a great dilorder and confuſion in the Meeting. 
And is it not a great ſhame and ſcandal that it ſhould come under _ 
lick obſervations, to makes figns one to another, by pulling him by the 
Coat, or Sleve, to ſtand up and ſpeak, which occafions many to (ay, The 
Quakers can tranſgrels their Principle when they have a mind, by (peak- 
'ng whithout a motion of the Spirit, when they obey the outward Sign 
-. Motion of another to ſpeak, as if the Spirits inward motion did an- 


. (ver to the beck of their outward Motion ; and have we not blamed it 


ir other Profeſſions, for one to ſay to another, Brother do ye Pray, as he- 
irs an Argument tuch did not attend. to the motions of the Spirit of God 
inthemſelves, and to be ſure no more do they among us, who give ſigns 
om. to another, to ſpeak in Mzerings. 

b#thly, Whereas it is ſaid by ſome, and particularly by John Faugh on 
andJohn Field, which I think they will not deny ; and can be proved, 
Tha thoſe who denied me in Penſilvania, their denying me and diſown- 
ing ny Miniſtry, was enough for Friends to deny me here, and that there 
need 10 more for Friends to deny me here ; tor triends here, and they 
who «enied mein Penſilvania are one, and they own their Judgnzent in 
diſowing me, to be a I and effectual. Now if rhisbe {, 
and tht it be your Sence, how is it that this was not e&preſled in thac 
Paper, -alled, A true Account given out at the lait Yearly Meeting, and 
that Friads generally Joyned with me in Prayer, about the time of tie 
laſt Yeary Meeting, and were uncovered when I Prayed, and that ticy 
recommeded it to Friends, to be Tender and Kind to me, and to avoid 
all public. and apparent RefleQions- on both ſides. Bur if it had been 
their Judgient, that I ought not (peak in Meetings, it had been impro- 
Per to adVe me to avoid all Publick and aPParent Retletions, tor he 
that ſayethothing in Publick, cannot be ſaid ro RefleR. 

S$ixthly, teing divers owned by you, as Members of your Society, 
both in Citand Country, do ſtill own me, as a Friend ot Fruth, and 
my Miniſtry:n4 Teſtimony ; and others diſown me, and a third turt are 
in ſulpence a4 doubt concerning me 3 Idetire you to be plain and exprels 
in giving youunanimous Senſe and Judgment concerning me, either ro 
own or dilow me, in ſuch plain and expres Terms, as may leave no 
room for any \ doubt of your meaning; and what paper ye give out 
concerning me, 2t it be {igned with all. your Hands, that give Judgment 
in the Cafe, ancnot laid on the Clark, that it may appear all prelent are 
Unanimous in th ſaid: Judgment. But ye cannot give out any Paper of 
Judgment agamtne, for any new matter fince the laſt yearly Meeting, 
until after ye haveiven me a fair oportunity to anſwer to all that my Ac- 
cuſers bring again me: Nor can ye in. Juſtice permit ſush who have ſuf- 
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fciently Diſcovered themſelves to be prejudiced againſt me, either to be 
Wirnelles againſt me, or to {it among you and give Judgment in the Cale, 
nor can it be reckoned a duely Conttitute —_— if any owned by you 
to be Friends, be kept out, and Excluded from hearing and ſeeing, and 

rving Judgment 1n the caſe, and the Meeting confined to a ſelectnum- 
s of Minitters, and two fent from every County, this cannot be owned 
to be any True, Free and Duely Conſtitute Meeting, where all, or any 
thar detire to be preſent, and give their Judgment are Excluded, and 1s 
plainly contrary to the Do&rine delivered by R. B. in his Anarchy, and 
generally approved by Friends, Now the _ I do particularly ex- 
cept againlt, either to be Evidences againſt me, or Judges in my Caſs 
being manifeſtly prejudiced, are Will. Penn, Will. Bingely, George Whit= 
bead, John Vamghton, John Field, Sam, Waldenfield. 

Seventkly, What Sentence ye pals concerning me, I defire you to mate 
it Publick, and let me have a true copy of it, with your particular Ra- 
lons of your cenſure, what it is either in matter of Dodtrine or matte 0 
Life and Converlation, that moveth you to paſs any Hard or ſevere Cen- 
ſure againſt me, if fo ye do, and not to give ſuch bare general ReJons 
as ſome-uſe againſt me, without all Proof or Evidence, in mater of 
Fat _ me, as that I am of a wrong Spirit, Contentious, ſeking 
to break the Peace of the Church, &c. 

And laftly, I defire to know your ſence of theſe words, in tht Pa- 
per called, A true Account of the Proceedings, given vut about te time 
of rhe laſt yearly Meeting, wherein they advile me to clear the zody _ 
the People called Lakers, and their Miniſters from theſe groſ Errors, 
charged on ſome few in America, If ye mean by the Body, 2:y the 
Faithful, I have done it formerly in my Printed Books, declarig | never 
charged the Bcdy of Faithful Friends ; but if ye mean by the3Sody, the 
generality, and ſuch | prep; who are under the ſame Proje!i1a, and not 
denied by them, 1 tell you plainly it is a moſt unjuſt and unſir thing to 
require it of me, becauſe, as I know not one of many hund-ds of that 
People, in many places, whether they be ſound in the Fith of theſe 
Deetrines, or guilty of thele grofs Errors charged on ſomein America, 
ſo ro my certain knowlelg, ws here, even 1n England are guilty of 
divers of thele grols Errors, which I ofter to prove out oftheir Printed 
Books ; and ſuppoſe any of them have corre&ed their Jdgment, ſince 
their Printed Books, yet until they corre& their Books y as publick a 
Teitimony, as they have publiſhed their Errors, they © liable to be 
blamed for rheſe Errors. 

And ſeeing 1 know not any thing that any have ag-2ſt me, of Juſt 
Occation, why I ſhould be diſowned by you, or my iiniftry, bur that 
the great cccafion many take againſt me, is my zeal4s and conſcienti- 
ous Oppoſition to vile Errors, oppolite to Fundamenl Do&rines and 
Principles of Chriſtianity ; which I have ſufficiently ppved divers guilty 
of in America ; and of which [ offer to prove ſome fhciently guilry of 
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here among you,and owned by you ; and for my conſcientious refuſing to 
hearken to the Advice, or ſuppoſe, command of them that would injayn 
me to clear the Guilty, which neither God nor any good man will do, 
without Repentance, and diſowning their Errors; and my conicicucious 
diſcharge of that part of a Golf;  Miniftry, in reproving vile and grots 
Errors in Pubiick Meetings; and reſcuing many places of Scripture from 
the Perverſe Glofles that ſome put upon them in Publick Meetings. If 
for this my conſcientious performance of my Duty both to God, and alſo 
to the Souls of People, I ſhall be difowned by any Party —__ or 
pong Gaat People called in ſcorn, Quakers (for I believe I ſhall never 
be difowned by the moſt Faithful and Conſcientious of that People, 
for my Faithful and Zealous Teſtimony to the Truth, againſt vile Er- 
rors ; and that I ſhall never, by the Grace of God, give any Juſt Oc- 
caſion to any againſt me); though I cannot but be very ſorry on their 
Account, who ſhall fo unjuſtly judge me, and caft me out ; yet 1 ſhall 
rejoyce, and have great Caute fo to do, that it hath pleaſed God to 
ire me a Lot am others his dear Servants, who have ſuttered the 

e Evil Treatment by men of high Pretences, and I rely upon 
God's Faithful Promiſes, who hath iſed a great Reward to ſuch in 
Heaven, who ſuffer for his Name's fake on Earth ; an Earneſt of which I 
ow enjoy «an bleſſed Spirit in my heart, Jobs 16. 1, 2, 3- {/a. 66.5.

George Keith, 
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A Bri:f Narrative of the moſt Material 
Paſſages, &c 


N the 14th of this Iuſtant the 4d month, 1695. I came to 

the Meeting-houſe Door, at Grace-Chureh-itreer, where the 

Yearly Meeting was fitting, which was carcfully kept ſhut 

by Three or Four Perſons, they refuſing to let in but Friends 

of the Miniſtry, and others Commilhon'd from the ſeveral 

Counties and Meetings, or any other perſons whom they thought fit ; and 
I offering to enter in, was ſtopt by the Keepers ; I enquiring their reaſon]; 
they toid me I was not in Unity with Friends. I rephed, I know no 
Meeting, as yet in England that hath diſowned me. Burt 6ne of 
the Keepers proffered to go in, and acquaint the Meeting, that I delfired 
to have entrance, which he did ; and a little after ſome came out, and 
told me, I was not to have entrance, but if I had any Paper, they would 
carry it in to the Meeting 3; I told them I had a Paper, but not having a 
Copy of it, I would not give it out of my Hand, and though I-had an- 
other Copy, yet I was relolved to give no Paper to them, to be read in 
teir Mecring, unleſs I were preſent, ſo that Evening two of the Meet- 
ing came to my Houſe, and told me the Yearly Meeting agreed I ſhould 
come next day, about the f1xth hour, in the Evening, ani have entrance 
to read my Papers, or hear it read, providing I would vithdraw when 
derlied, which I promiſed ; fo at the time appointed I came, and was al- 
lowed to fit at the great ſquare Table, amongthe Miniſters and Commit- 
fioners, that can hoid about it, either tully or near double, to the num- 
ber 24, whether by alluſion to the 24 Seats and Elders mentioned, Rev. 
Bur doubling the Numbers, I do nor determine, only I think it ſuits not 
with their crying out ſo muc'1 as they were wont againſt chief Seats in 
the Synagogues, to ered ſuch a ſtately Fabrick, in their Meeting-Houſe 
at that tim, it little differing from the manner of a Throne, bur chat it 
is low upon the Floor, covered with green Clcath , yet tew take liberty 
to fit there, but the chief2ſtin retpet among them. After ſome time of 
Univerſal filence, I ſtood up, and declared rhat I had brought a Paper, 
which I dztued they might fufter to be re2d amcng them ; Jaſper Bare 
much 
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much oppoſed its Reackogs Dot George Whitchead ftoed up, and made 4 
Specch, the lubſtance of which was, That I had the Advice of the laſt 
Yearly Meeting given me, but inſtead of hearkening to it; I Printed a 
Paper retic&ing on the Yearly Meeting the laſt year, and no wiſe an{wer- 
ing the mind of the Meeting; and though I mention not the Yearly Mee- 
ting in that Printed Paper, called, The Canſleſs Grownd, yet it is apparent 
I meant them ; for I recite ſome of their words ; and by that which Kobert 
Hamay, that came over with me, and owned our Proceedings in, America, 
had Printed of Vile Refleftions againit the Laſt Yearly Meeting, it is evi- 
dent I did mean the Yearly Mecting ; for his Printed Paper is a Com- 
mentary upon mine. * And now q ſaid G. W.) if thou haſt any Paper 
© to offer to this Yearly Mecting, to give Friends ſatisfaction, that thou 
* will hearken to the Advice of the Laſt Yearly Mecting, and diſown 
* what thou Printed in that called, The Canſlcſs Growna, Retleting on 
* Friends; the Meeting will hear rhy Paper: Otherwiſe I think it ought 
© not to be heard, To which I replied : As in that Printed Paper 1 men- 
tioned not the Yearly Mecting, ſo there are no words in that Paper an- 
ſwered'by me, but were ſpoke by other Perſons before and aftet the Yearly 
Meoting ; t e ye cannot prove that I Reflected on the Yearly meeting. 
Beſide, I donot own, that that Paper, called, 4 Trae Acconnt of the Pro- 
ceedings,, &c. was the Yearly I but of a Prevailing Party or 
Faction in it; aud I do not own Munnay's Paper to be any Com- 

upon mine; heis of Age to anſwer for himſelf I delired him 
he would not Pringit; and had no hand in Printing it, as I have oft for- 
merly declared'; which 7h. £lwoed wrefts, asif my Sence were, I 4d not 
work it #t the Preſs, But this is one of lis many other groſs Perverfions 
of my words. And as to my Paper giving fatisfation to the Meeting, I 
cannot ay whether it will actually ſaristie the Meeting ; but I judge there 
is enough in it to be juſt Caule of Satisfa@tion to them ; bur whether it 
will atishe I know not; the Eventwill beft-prove that 4 therefore I defire 
ye will permitit to beread, I claiming their Promiſe (without any condi- 
tion) to ſufferit to be read : fo, after ſome time, they allowed me to-read 
nt. 


After I had read it, and ſome time of filence interveened, Charles May 
ſal (one that abounds with hits Prophecies and Predictions ; but I know 
not 1f ever any of them came to paſs; but ſurely many have failed ap- 
parently) ſtood up, and ſaid, He had ſome few words of Exhortaticn to 
me, (rom Ged ; and they were ſo weighty on his mind, that he was min- 
ded to come to my Houte, and deliver them ; bur finding me there, he 
would cummnnicate them ; which was, To exhurt-me to come down to 
the Witnels of God in my Heart, and return to that'which convinced me 
at hr{t, and gathered me out from among the Profeilors, and leave all 
theſe Imaginations, and bury them, and berevonciled to Friends. After 
he h12d ended, I ſtood up to reply, but rheref was a great Oppoſition in 
divers, to hinder me, they ſaying, NET no need of a Keply ” a 
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few words of Exhortation. I aniwered, I hoped I tmight have the like 
Liberry to Exhort him, as he had to exhort me ; ſo way being made, 1 
rzplyed, That I was come down to the Witnels of God in my Heart, and 
was not departed from that which convinced me, and was in Uniry with 
Faithful Friends 3 but it was my defire, that both I and all of us, might 
more come down toGod's Witnels in our Hearts, and if they did fo, th1zy 
would do» Juice unpartially ; and to be ſure he needed very much to 
come duwn out of his Height 3 And for his ſaying, he had a mind to 
come to my houſe aud dzliver his Meſſage, he had tim? enough, for a 
Year paſt, ro have once viticed me ; but h2 never did; and if he hapned 
ro pats by me, in the treet, ſcarce ro look to me, (though his former Ac- 
quaintance) but wita lcorn and ditdain to thac I looked on his preſent 
Exhorration very unicalonable, eſpecially. atrer his many Curies and Falte 
Pcopheci:s poured out againtt me m divers Publick Meetings, lince the laſt 
Yeariy Mezecing, as 15 known to many ; And a little atter, the Meeting de- 
ficed m2 to wichd:.aw, which I did. 

When I came before them the next day, atter ſome filence, Geo, White- 
head began, and made a long Speech, repeating what he had ſaid the day 
before, and adding new matter, he ſaid, He was not forward to be the 
Speaker, but it being laid upon him by the Meeting, he was willing: He 
{aid, 1 had not only given great diflatisfattion by my. Printed Faper, call- 
ed, The Cauſleſs Ground, and by my Refieting on Friends Teftimonies in 
Publick Meetings, and refuling to hearken to Friends Advice, to clear the 
Body of the People call:d Rxakers, and their Miniſters, from thole groſs 
Errors, &c. but by the Paper I had given in Yeſterday, I had greatly in- 
creaſed the diflatistaction in Friends again{t me, I charging Ancient Friends 
in the 1aid Paper, and who have been always o.vned by Friends, as Faith- 
tul Miniſters, wath high Charges ; and not them only, but the Second 
Days Meeting allo, and had taken upon me to Judge Ancient Friends and 
Brethren, and the Second Days Meeting ; yea, and all Friends that will 
not ſay as I lay : And for me to oppole my ſelf thus generally to Friends, 
and judge them all, as I had done, was a great diflatisfaQtion, and did be- 
ſpeak, or prove me very far declined from Friends, and from a true in- 
ward iente of Truth. Atrer he had ſpokes a great while,to the ſame purpole, 
but chiefly tinding fault, thit I had excepted agiinſt ſom2 of the moſt 
Ancient, and molt approved Friendsof th2 Minittcy, as not being worthy 
eic1er tobe my Judges, or ſo much as Evidences againſt m2; after ſome 
time of ilence, in great cooln2(5 I replied to him: It cannot be expe&- 
el, TharlI can Reply to every thing particularly in this long Diſcourſe of 
G.F7, It wer2 better to ſpeak but to one thing at once; I cannot remem- 
ber all the particulars, but ſo far as my M:mory ſerves m2, I ſk:ll en- 
deavour, by Ged's alliſtance to anſwerto ſome ot the chief things. I de- 
ny that I have as yet judged all Friend;, I reſerve to my ſelf a Judgment 
of Diſcretion, as a private perſon, the due priviledg of every true Chri- 
Han ; but why 1s it thought ſuch a crime in me, to lay my Complaint 
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before this Mecting, againſt ſome particular perſons, who have greatly in- 
jured me, and abuled me; and why ought not my Complaint to be heard 
ainſt them, as theirs is heard againſt me. The Advice of that, called 
the Paper of the lait Yearly Meeting,” was that Friends ſhould be tender 
and kind to me, and to avoid Retlexions on both tides, Itwill appear te 
be great partiality, only to examine, whether 1 have kept to this advile, 
or tranigrelt it ; and nor alto to examin impartially, whether theſe that 
have retiected on me in Publick Meetings, and have interrupted me in my 
Teſtimony in Meetings, and talily acculed me, as VFlliam Penn ſome 
Weeks ago, did at Aazcliff Meeting, calling me, in the open Meeting, 
Apoftate, and an Enemy to Truth an Friends. Have I not juſt cauſe to 
except againſt ſuch, as being either Judges, or Evidences againſt mie, and 
particularly againſt thee George V/irehead, whom I can luthiciently prove 
greatly prejudiced againſt me ? And as for that other part of the Advice, 


' {aid to be given by the laſt Yearly Meeting, viz. That I ſhould clear the 


Body of the People called Quakers, and theic Miniſters, charged on ſome 
in America; to this I have lome —_ to ſay ; and hrit I would have 
you to conſider, that Advice is one thing, and Command is another, 
even as Paxl diſtinguiſheth in the caſe of tingle Life, when he giveth his 
Advice or Judgment, but no command in that Caſe, x Cor. 7. 25, 40. 
And ſurely Pax! was not to ſevere, to diſown them that gave not obedi- 
ence to his Advice 3 and I know no Church, nay, not the;Church of 
Rome, that is {o ſevere as to diſown them that will not hegrken to her 
Advice ſimply, if they obey her Commands. 1 find not thaf the Yearly 
Meeting Paper, (o called, gave me any Command in this calg, and there- 
fore no Tranſgrefiion. Bud again, as I have declared in my lafe Paper to 
you, I want to know what ye mean by the Body of the People called 
Quakers, and their Miniſters; if only the Faithful, I never charged them, 
and have again, and again cleared them in print ; bug it ye mean all that 
go under the ſame profeſſion, of Laakers, not Jifoſened by you, I ſay, 
that is a moſt unfair, and unjuſt thing to require of me ; tor as I know 
not one of many hundreds of that People in divers Places, nor their 
Faith, whether it be found or unſound in theſe marters, ſo to my certain 
knowledg, fome of great note among you, yea here ſ1tzipg before me 
(pointing to Penn, George Whitehead, and John White ” men- 
tioning . de Names) are guilty of ſome of thoſe grols Es charged cn 
ſome in America; and how can I clear them that are thus guilty, until 
they Corrett theſegroſs Errors in their Printed Books, that are ſtanding 
Evidences againſt them ; and what Juſtice could I expect, that thete be- 
ing the leading men at the laſt Yearly Meeting, ſhouid fairly or {ufhct- 
ently Condemn theſe mens grots Errors in Perfi/vania, charged on them, 
when they themſelves are guilty ot the fame, as I oficr to prove out of 
their Printed Books, never retracted! by them. But by this my free Dit- 
courſe, many in the Meeting began to be very unealy, Aiter I had end- 
ed, George Whitehead began again, and reſumed {ome Heads of my 13::- 
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courſe ; he told the Meeting the word Adviſe had a twofold ſignification, 
one when it was relating to an indittorent matter, another when 1t re- 
lated to that which was a Command of God, to wit, to keep im Unity 
with Friends, and in Charity and Peace, and not to brexk the Peace of 
the Church by contentions, and expoling Friends to the World, Next, 
as to my Quettion about what they meant by th: Body of the People 
called Qxakers, he wondred I could pretend ignorance in that, [zeing 1 
had Printed divers Books, in defence of the Body of that People, and 
had anſwered the Books of Adverſaries againſt them, which Friends well 
received and encouraged me therein ; and yet after all this, to pretend 
to be Ignorant, what was meant by the Body of the People called Lug- 
here, was to him very ſtrange, But however, he would tel} me what 

ey meant by the Body; Firit, they meant none who had broke them- 
ſelves off from Friends by their evil Contentions and Strivings, and walk- 
ed not in Charity and Peace with Friends ; But by the Body they meant 
:H who walked in Unity with Friends, in the ſame Profethon with them, 
and were Charitable and Peaceable ; and here he ſpake much in Praiſe of 
their Unity, that had been preſerved among them, norwithitanding of 
the endeavours of many to break it. 

To this I replyed, thou miſtakes tHe Caſe, George Whitehead, T refuſcd 
not to hearken to the Advice of Friends, ſo far as it was aCommand of 
God, but ſo far as it adviſed me to do what is contrary to God's Com- 
mand. I own TI ought to Live in Uniry, Charity, and Peace with found 
and Faithful Friends, but it 4s no breach of that Unity to reprove Errors 
publickly Pceached un our Meetings, and to reſcue many places of Scrip- 
ture from the Perverle and Corrupt Glofles of Ipnorant Men, and if con- 
tending for Truth, and hard words be an Argument of want of Charity, 
nonehave been greater contenders, than many of te People called Qu4- 


hers, not only amongſt other Profefhons, but even among themſelves, 


before they dilſowned one another. 

The Advice _ me, to clear the Body of that People of all groſs 
Errors, when I know ſo many guilty, even {uch among you, as are owned 
moſt to be in Unity, is a moſt unjuſt thing to require of me, and if tor 
this I muſt be diſowned, I ſhall reft well tatisked. Next,as co the ſenſe of 
the Word, Body of the People called Quakers, I have been a Preacher and 
Writer among that People, and a Labourer among them, theſe thirty years 
paſt, and I never underſtood, that all deſerved to be called the Bady, 
that did but outwardly profeſs Unity with Friends ; I am not ſuch a 
Novice, as not to know that it was the Senſe of many Friends, as well as 
my {enſe, that many Profeſſed Truth with us, and made a Profeſſion of 
Unity, that were not in it, and were not in the Putic lion of the Life 
and Power of Truth, whereof they made an outward Profefion. And 
as for the Unity of them here away, that fome fo much boaſt of, there 
5 no {uch great cauſe, ſo $0 glory and boaſt of Unity,

ny he began to tell in great heat, what he had born cf me, even 
more than what he might have born of Fitty Perlons, ©: my great- 
nels. [But I contend not with him in Greatneſs, but in tt cauſe of 
Truth, which is greater than all his Greatneſs, not only itty Fold, 
but Infinitely] and how much he had Laboured to quai:ty Fricnds 
towards me, in order to a Reconciliation, and how he had Writ in 
my Favour, to them in Penfilvania. This lait I acknowledged to be 
True , but hew real he was in his favour, either. then or fince 
time has ſufficiently diſcovered , having Oppoſed me, and Acculed 
me in feveral Private Meetings, as well as of late Publickly at Rat- 
cliffe, and Haranging againſt me, as I was told, in my Abſence, at the 
latt Yearly Meeting, which ſome preſent greatly blamed.

VFilliam Penn, though 1 was muzh ſpent in the Mceeting by my 
former Teſtimony, yet after he had fo abuſed Friends in general, 1 
was raiſed up in ſuch a Tranſport, ſo that I was carried beyond my 
ſelf, not knowing whether I was fitting, ſtanding or kneeling ; bur I 
was in no Paſlicn, the glorious Power of God, which I felt, did {6 
Tranſport me, that I confels I gave Judgment againſt him, and 
ſaw no need of ſtaying, till a Quarterly or Yearly Meeting ſhould 
ſudg hi, ſeeing he had Judged us all, and plainly diftunguiſhed 
mſeif frem us; at which I contels I was much moved, and had ſcarce 
patience to hear him aſlert ſuch groſs Falſhuods, and to father his 
Tranipcrt of ſinful Pailion upon rhe Spirit of God, which God tfor- 
bid I ſhould ever do,

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And atter #illiam Penn had done, I replied, That was moſt abominable 
in jam, and blaſpheming (though not agair.it"the Holy Ghoſt, I hope) to 
tather his moſt finful Paſſion (calling it a Traniport) upon the Glorious 
Power and Spirit of God, a thing but too tamiliar with him, and many 
others of his Aﬀociates, It could be no Divine Tranſport tallly to accule 
me, of that whereof I was not guilty. Burt he gives you a moſt falſe 
Relation in matter of Fa&; He laith, he did not cppulc me, and judg me, 
until after I had not only abuled him, and Friends there preſent, but had 
abuſed Friends in general, and had diſtinguiſhed my ſelf trom them, by 
ſaying of them, They did put ſuch a Glojs on that place, 1 John x. 7. The 
Bloed is the Life, and that Life is the Light within. But I neither charged 
him, nor any called a Qwxker, at that time, for putting ſuch a Gloſs upon 
that place, though I can ſutfciently prove, That both he and others have 
pur that Glols on it at other times, 

And though I faid, I could prove, out of ſome of their printed books, 
That they &1d not own, That the Blood of Chriſt's Humanity was that 
which did with God expiate for fin ; yet I charged only ſome particular 
perſons called Qxakers, but not the people in general; therefore his Infor- 
mation was falſe in the main. 

In the Concluhon of my Diſcourſe with them, among others, Frances 
Camfield preſled much, That filence ſhould be made, and ler any who 
were diflatished with the Laſt Years Judgment, declare their diflatisfaRi- 
on ; and if they did not, they were not honeſt men. To which I repli- 
ed, Although it paſſeth for a Proverb, Silence is Conſent, yet ye know it 
is not always true : How oft in Meetings, when things are carried by a 
prevailing Fa&tion, or Party, againſt Truth, Right and Juſtice, Perſons 
will be filent, through fear of ditpleaſing, yet are not ſatisfied, but go a- 
way grieved and wounded; and this ye are not ignorant of 2 what layeſt 
thou to it, Francis Carmfield, knowelt thou not that it 1510 ?

2dly. Becauſe the Blood that came out of Chrift's Side, when peirced 
by the Spear, was notſhed by Chritt, the ſhedding of it was no A& of 
Chriſt, but of a wicked Soldier, and therefore not Efficacious, or 'Merito- 
rious, for remiſſion of Sin, or cleanſing from Sin. 

3: Becauſe, as the New Covenant is inward and Spiritual, fo is the 
Blood of the New Covenant, but ſo was not that Material Blood, and the 
material Blood of the Beaſts that were Offercd in Sacrifice under the Law, 
was not a Type of that material Bled that was ſhed upon the Crofs, for

And a little after he faith, And where do the 
Scriptures ſay, the Blood was there (viz. at Jeruſalem) ſhed fur Juftifica- 
tion, and that men mutt be direted to Jerxſalem to it 2 See his pag. 38. 
39, 5y, 60. Agreeable to ths 15 that Doctrine publiſhed by #. Pern in 
his Part of the Chriitian Ruther, p. 97. This Seed ((aid he) viz. the one 
Seed Chriſt (as he calleth him there) muſt be [Inward and Spiritual, ſince 
one out ward thing cannot be the proper Figure or Repreſentation of anathey ; 
mY is it the way of Holy Scripture ſo to teach ms, the outward Lamb ſhows 

forth the inwacd Lamb, the %» outward, the Tew inward. If this be not as 
plain a denial of Chritt to be any outward Being, having any bodily Ex. 
[tance without us, I know no Z»g/i//4.He goes on,ata moſt Antichriſtia, 
: 42 rate, 
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rate, to prove that this Seed of the Woman that bruiſecth the Serpent's 
Head, was not Chriſt's Body, or what he had from rhe Virgin, ſtrictly 
confidered as ſuch. 

2dly, (Saith he) © Ir is clear from hence, the Serpent is a Spirit ; now 
* nothing can bruiſe the Head of the Serpent but ſomething that is allo 
* Internal and Spiritual, as the Serpent 1s. But if that Body of Chriſt 
* were the Seed, then could he not bruile the Serpents Head in all, be- 
© cauſe the Body of Chriſt, 1s not io much as in any one, and conſ{equent- 
* ly, the Seed of the Promiſe is an Holy and —_—_ Principle of Light, 
© Life and Power, that being received into the Heart, bruiſech che Ser- 
* pents Head, and becauſe the Seed, which cannot be that body, 1s 
* Chriſt, as teſtify the Scriptures ; the Seed is on? , and that Sced 
* Chriſt, and Chriſt God over all Blefled for ever; we do con- 
* clude, and that moſt truly, that Chriſt was, and is the Divine word of 
* Light and Life, that was in the beginning with God, and was and is 
© God over all, bleſſed for ever. Bur as it is readily granted by all true 
Chriſtians, that Chriſt is God, ſo by Chriſt, as he is called the Seed of 
the Woman, and the Seed of Avraham, in whom all Nations of the 
Earth are bleſled, is underſtood, Chriſt not as he is God only, or the 
word only ; for it is wonderful blindeſs,or inconſiderateneſs to lay, God 
is the Seed of the Woman, or the Seed of Abraham, without any reſpect 
to the word becoming Fleſh, or taking _- But it 1s neither the Body of 
Chriſt, ſtrictly conhdered, nor the Soul of Chriſt, ſtriftly contidered, 
without the Godhead, nor the Godhead ſtrialy eontidered, without the 
Soul and Body of the Manhood ot Chriſt, that is the Seed of the Woman, 
or Seed of Abrahams, but the Godhead and Manhood joyntly confidercd, 
and moſt glorioully united. 

Andhis third Argument is as unchriſtian as the other two, viz. becauſe 
theSeed bruiſed in good meaſure, the Serpents Head, m the Holy Men and 
Women of all Generations, before that outward appearance, this is a 
Truth, but the Conſequence he draws from it, is a notorious Faithood, 
and a moit Antichrittian Do&rine, viz. Thar therefore the Seed of the 
Woman, and the promiſed Seed of Abraham, figured by the Types and 
Figures of the Law, as'the Paſcal Lamb, &c. was not any outward thing, ; 
or perſon, but an Holy and Spiricual Principle of light, Life and Powers 
and at this rate Chriſt was not a Lamb withour, nor a Man withoue, bu 
a Lamb within, and Man within. And rhough he pretendeth tooverthrow 
his Adverſaries Opinicn, v:z. Some called Baptiſts and others, yer he 
Fig'tteth againſt his ſhadow, by limiting the queition, by the pirate 
ſtri>!y conſidered, for I know no Bapritt that ever ſaid, the Body ttrict- 
ly conſidered, 7. e. without the Soul of the Man Chriſt, and without the 
Godhead, 13 Chriſt, or that promiſed Seed of Abraham, and Secd of the 
Woman. And though Chriit did not beccme the Sced of the 
Woman. according to the ſenſe of that place of Scripture, Gen. 3. until 
the fulneſs of time, that he was made of a Woman, yer (ceing that Di- 
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vine Power, that inwardly d:d deſtroy the Power cf Sin, and Sathan in 
true B2tievers, 1n him thas was promiſed ro come, was the rcal Poaer uf 
him, that was to come, and the gift of ir, was the real purchale of his 
moſt Holy and Pertect Obectence unto Death ; when he came; it is trul 
ſaid, That he bruiſed the Serpents Head in all true believers in all Ages 

And thus having thewed che Antichrittian Doctrine of theſe 2 greac Cnan;- 

pions,that have appeared againit me,to give out this Namelets Z#/! of Ex- 
communication, in ome Particulars, that are Fundamental Articles f the 
Chriſtian Faith, I ſhall in ſhort preſent to the Readers View, the Anti- 
chriſtian Do&rine of the Thad Chamnion, John Whitchead, not only 
contradi-:ting the plaia Doarine of the Ho!y Scripture, in a Fundamen- 
tal Articl: ot Faith, but alſo contradicting his Brother #7{liam Penn; for 
William Penn ſaith, the Body of Chriſt is nor {5 much as inany One; bur 
Fohn Whitehead (aich indeed, That Chritt hath a Body, or is in a Body 
ſuitable to his Spirit, conliſting of heavenly tieſh and bene 3 and doth 
not deny, that Chriit has any Body now befide his Church ; but he con- 
felſeth he hath ſeveral runes denied, that Chriit hath new a body of tieſh 
and bones circum{cript or limited in that Heaven « hichs above, and out 
of every man on Earth. See pag. 49,41. of that book called, The Qna- 
hers Refuge ; the Poſticript of which is here cited : And he (ith plainly, 
Whereloever the Spiritand Life of Chriſt is, thac is in the body of Chriit; 
and thus, as he owneth that Chrift has a body that is not the Church,yer 
he ewn-th no other body (belide tus Church) tiiat is circumſcripe, and ous 
of every man on Earth; And yer not only Y P. ſaith, The bocly of Chritt 
is not {Oo nuchas in any One: a plain contrad:&ivn ro F:hn 1#25:ehead. But 
George Whitehead, mn his Printed Poſtſcript, in auſaer tro W. H. queries, 
in the book called, The alice of the Independent Agent Rebuked, (aith, 
concerning the fleth (of Ckriit) that was raiſed from che Dead, ic is fo far 
circumicribed, or incompailed 1n the Heavens, as it's capable of, and as is 
proper to it ; and though it be ſpiritual, and gloricus, yet a bedy ; and 
th:retore not in every place where God is. To be Oninipreſert 1s only 
proper to God, an.1 not to bodies: See how like Sazpſon's Foxes, though 
tied by the Tail, their Faces look contrary. 

Again, In the Col:ection of muy '< rilp's Treatiſ:s, commend-d and 
figned by George VVhiceheal, To aL Wiiteheal , Francis Camfield, Ton 
Fnulen, VV. Bingley, Tohn Ficld,my chief OPPULCT'S and auveriaries, and 
others, ye have thele foilowing groſs and ablurd pailages, mott offenfive 
to Chriſtian Ears, concerning Ciu1lt's Generacton in tune, and expiation 
of tin by his Blood. 

In his Treatite called, The Backslider Reproved, Lxing a Reply to one 
Robert Cobbet, he blameth the ſaid R. C. for athrming (pag. 1434.) that ro be. 
the Seed of Promiſe, which came by Generation, of and from the Pro- 
perties of fzry, He further adds, Is not that the Seed of Promiſe men- 
tioned in 1/aiah g. 6. who iscalled the mighty God, the everlafiing F;. 
ther, the Prince of Peace. And what is Airy, th: Mother of God ; this 
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Will pleaſe the Papiſts well; and where is thy Scripture to prove that 
Jeſus the Saviour was Created. 

And pag. 199. he faith, But indeed we never believed him to be pro- 
duced by Coagulaticn, as R. C. doth, nor by the Generation of and 
ircm the Properties cf Man in ary, tor then ſome might have declared 
his Generation, which the Scripture faith, who can do, 

Obſ. 1. lt is denied here by S.C. That that was the Seed of Promile, 
which came by Generation, &c. This is plain contrary to Afu7. 1. 1. The 
Beok cf the Generation cf Jcfus Chriftt the Son cf David, the Son of 
Abraham, 

2. As it is Evident from Scripture, ſo it is the conſent of all found 
Chriſtians, That Chriſt was the Son of God by an ercinal Generation, be- 
fore the World began, and the Scn cf Abraham and David, by Generati- 
on in the tulneis ct time, and though this Generation was Miraculous, 
yetit was of and trem AZary ; theretore he is ſaid to be made of a Wo- 
man. 

3. His denying that Jeſus the Saviour was Created, or calling for Scri 
ture to prove 1t doth ſufficiently prove, that he underitands Chriſt mm. 
to be Ged, and wholly excludes the Manhocd cf Chriſt, from being 
Chritt, or any part of him. 

4. That Prophecy in 1ſaiah g. 6. Untc us a Child is Born, &c. which 
is a plain Prophecy concerning Chriſt's Birth in the fulnels cf time, he 
plainly denieth 1t to be underſtood of Chriſt as he was born of _Wary. 

5. I believe with all ſcund Chriſtians, againſt Jews and all Infidels that 
he who was born ct Afary is that Child or Scn, given, who is both God 
and Man, ard yet cneLord Jetus Chriſt ; and though necne can fully and 
in all reſpects declare either the Generation of Chriit, before the time of 
this Werld was, cr his Generaticn inthe fulnels of time, yet in ſome de- 
gree, and reipect, it hath been declared both by the Prophets and Evan- 
gelifts and Apoſtles, but none ought to declareit,but Holy Men, to whom 
it hath been, in ſome meaſure, Revealed. 

6. I fnd that not cnly S. C. but G. W. quarrels with that Expreſſion, 
calling AZary the Mothcr cf God, as if it were Popery. But are they 
witcr than the Holy Ghcit, who giveth theſe Names to the Child that was 
to be born according to {ſaiab's Prophecy, wonderful Counſeller, the 
mighty Gcd, Cc. 

Again, in the ſame Treatile, (pap. 192.) ccncerning the Blocd of 
Chriſt's Humanity, he faith. * 

And then again, concerning the Blood that ſaves and dnes away fin, 
hear what 2, C. in his 11. pag. faith, Ay Brethren, you are bought mith a 
price, not of blood of Bulls and Geats, nor Heifers of a year old, but by the 
Blood of God. But in his 13. pag. he is of another Opinion, and ſaith 
quite contrary ; theſeare his words, viz. which blood being the Blood of 
luis Humanity, as he was Creature, was that which did with God expi- 
ate for tin 3 lo new which of theſe two Dottrines ſhall we believe, that 

we 
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we are iaved by the Blood of God, or Blood of the Humanity, or ſhall 
we ſuppole them to be both one, and ſo God to be Human, and fo tlic 
Dodrines indujicrent, A. C, will do well to clear up thete things, or 
own his Condemnation, upon his folly and preſumption. 

Obſ. There needs little oblervation to demonſtrate how unſound, and 
unſavory theſe words are ; but forme, to excuſe them, ſay they are oniv 
by way of Query ; but it is a plain caſe, he not only quericth, but pott- 
tively athrmeth, that to ſay we are bought by the Blood of God, is quite 
contrary to ſay, which Blood, being the Blood of his Humaniry,as he was 
Creature, was that which with God did expiate for Sin, fo that it isclear, 
as. C. did hold them to be two Bloods; he did hold Expiation not to 
be by the Blood of the Humanity, whereas the Blood of the Mar. Cirift,/ 
is called the Blood of God, becauſe Chriſt, whoſe blood it was, was and 
is both God and Man. 

24ly, Whereas. C. putteth R.C. to own his Condemnation upon his 
folly and wy z this is no query, but a poſitive affirmation. Now 
R, C. his {uppoled folly and preſumption charged by S. C. was, That he 
ſaid the Blood of God did expiate for fin, the which was the Bleocd of the 
Humanity of Chriſt : But this is a found Afertion, and to contradict it 
is folly and _—_ for Gcd hath not Blood, ftrictly conſidered, be- 
ing a pure Spirit 3 but the Blood of Chriſt is werthily called the Blocd 
of Ged, becauſe Chriſt is not only Man, but Ged alo : And like to this 
rs that place, 1 7+» 2. 16. Hereby perceive we the love of Ged, becaule 
he la:zd down his Lite for us ; this He is Chriſt, who 15 net only Mau, but 
Gud allo, and yet one Lord Jeſus Chriſt the Inunanuel. 


1. An Additional Liſt to the Former, 

G. Whitehead faith im his Printed Book, the Light and Liſe of Chriſt 
within, &c. pag. 64. The ſhedding of that Blood /er owt oy the Spear, 
was 2n a& of a wicked Man, and the Spear an Infirument of Cruelty, 
which to /xy the Meritorious Caute, or ftrels of Juſtiticacion upon, 1s falſe 
Dotirine, For there 1s a great difterence betwixt Chriſt's Ofiering up 
himſelf by the Erernal Sprrit, a Lamb without fpor with God, and 
the Ats of Wicked Men inflicted upon him, as it's taid, by wicked hands 
they put hun to Death. 

/. Here not only ke Excludes the ſhedding of that Bled, but the 
Death of Chriſt, and ah: bodily Swfferings from being concerned an that 
Offering, and fo chargeth falſe Dottrine upon the Holy Scriptures, that 
attributerh the making Peace betwixt God and us, to Chriſt by the Blood 
of his Croſs, called ſo, becauſe it was that Blood that was ſhed, when he 
ſuffered on the Croſs ; and the Scripture ſaith, He was wounded for cur 
Tranſgreſſions, &c. And by his Stripes we are healed, which doubtleſs are 
to be underſtood of his Bodily Sufterings, as well as of the inwerd Grief of 
lus Soul. And it is a great undervaluing of Chriſt's S«ferings and Death 
and Blood, that becaule by wicked hands men put him to Death, Nox 

there- . 
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therefore his Death, Suſferings and Blood was not Meritorious, for though 
the wo/ent Dea:h ot the Martyrs was not Meritorious for Remillion of 
our f1ns, yet 1t was precious in the iight of God, and had great acceptance 
with God ; and at this rate of G. s carnal Reaſoning (I am ſure the 
Light of Chriit in hun never taught him ſo to reaſon ; bur a dark carnal 
Sjurit, more {ike a ſcothing Celſns, who wrote il:;ghtingly of Chriſt againſt 
the Chrutians] net only ail the Martyrs ſufferings, but all Friends ſuf- 
terings, and his own futfterings alſo (who I heard was once Whipt for his 
Prote 1101) was of no vatue, being Infiict:zd by Wicked Men. And tho 
the Biood that came out of Chriſt's fide, when the Soldier Peirced him, 
was ih:d afcer he was Dczad, yet that doth not hinder, but it was of the 
lame value with that Biood of his, that was ſhed betore his Death, and 
with all his other Sutterings ; and when Chriſt ſaid to his Dsſcrples, be- 
fore his Pa-fion, Tate, e.tt ; this is my Body, and this Cap is the New-Teſta- 
ment in my Blazd, ſhed for the Remiſſ:on of the Sins of many, as all Proteſtant 
and fincere Chriſtians hold, as by his Body, he meant his real Body, 
whereof the Bread was a Figure ; ſoby his Blood that was ſhed, he meant 
hs real Bivod, whereot what was in the Cup was a gs, and by a 
Figure, called, Enallzge Tempores ; he {aid of his body, This is my Body 
broken for you, &c. And this Cup ts the New T: ſtoment in my Blood, ſhed, 
&c. Tho the thing was not then acne, but toon after was done; and tho 
our bleiied Lord m his bod:ly Sutterings was wholly paſlive, yet his obe- 
dience to the will of his Father, which was a mot Holy and Perfe&t 
Ovedience, in his moſt Holy and Perfe&t Reſignation, and Patience in 
his exceeding Love, both to his Father, and alſo to Men in his moſt 
profuund Humility, and all other moſt excellent Virtues, that God did 
regard in his Sufterings chiefly,and that was fo highly Mcritorious, yet the 
Biood, and the ſhedding of ic is mentioned in Scripture, becaule ke 
could not be a true and proper Sacrifice, without his Blood had been 
ſhed, for without ſhedding of Blood there could be no Remifſfion ; and 
though his Death and Sutferings and Blood were all Valuable, and pre- 
ciovs in God's Sight, yet his Ubedience was chietly contidered, as it is 
taud, becauie he humoled himſelf and became Obedicnt unto Dearth, 
therci..re God hath highly exalted him, &c. And his Obedience, Blood, 
Dcach and Suttcrings, are jointly to be coniidered by us in that great 
Wor of cur Redemption. 

Again, In the forecited Book, pag. 53. He excuſerh thcſe moſt Bla(- 
phenuous words of Su/. Eezcles, which were, The Blood that was forced 
ouc of hum by the So6!dicrs, afrer he was Dead, who before that bowed 
his Head to the Father, and gave-up the Ghott, I did fay that was no 
more than tie Blood ot anccher Saint. G. W#itenead £o excule this gives 
tec Anſwers. 

i. hc faith, now to theſe words, wiz, No more than the blood of an- 
other Saint, Jus intent Was, as to Papitts, and yeu vc ſe mindsaze carral, 
Wis Oppalt che wg WILL 
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Secondly, he faith, and alſo ſimply, as to the-eſſence of the bleod; - 
which you do not ſay is ſtill in being, but not as to the ſpiritual virtue 
which 1s ſtill in being. And a little after he argueth thus in the ſame 
page : And ſeeing that the children had fleſh us blood, and Chriſt took 
part of the ſame, if the ſame, how was it more; or another ſimply as to 
the matter of blood ? 

His third anſwer is, that he owns the blood ſhed in one ſenſe, was more 
then the blood of another Saint (tho not in the matter of it as to the vili- 
ble) in that it had a peculiar (ignitication, &c. 

Obſer. As to his hrit anſwer, that his intent was, that that blood was 
no more than the blood of another Saint, as to Papiffs, and Baptiſts, 
whoſe minds are carnal,who oppets the light within ; here is a plain de- 
nyal, that Chriſts death, and blood ſhedding was of value for all men ; 

apiſts, and Baptiſts, and all others are excluded, whoſe minds are carnal, 
and who oppole the light within, We had wont to blame the narrow- 
neſs of them, that ſaid Chriſt dyed not for all men; and ſhed not his 
blood for all, but G. WY, here excludeth Papiſts, and Baptiſts, and all 
others whoſe minds are carnal, who oppoſe the _ within from any 
other benefit by Chriſts blood, than what they have by the blood of any 
other Saint ; but have we not Preached and Printed that the light within 
is a benefit that Papiſts and Baptiſts, yea, Jews, Turks and all Mankind, 
have by Chriſt's Obedience unto Death, which we have proved from 
Rom, 5.15, 18. and other places of Scripture ; but this benefit all Men 
have not by the Death and Blood of any other Saints. To his 2d. An- 
{wer, That that Blood of Chriſt was no more than the Blood of another 
Saint, ſimply as to the Eſſence of the Blood ; by his rate of Arguing, 
he might excule it, if S. E, had faid, It was no more than the blood of a 
common Thict, (as is was reported, he or ſome other did ſay) ſeeing the 
blood of a Saint, and the blood of a common Theif, fim y conbdered, 

an 
body of a Saint differeth much from the blood and body of a wicked 
man, becauſe the body and blood of a Saint is San&ified, 1o is not the 
body and blood of a wicked man, while ſuch, ſo the blocd and body of 
Chriſt differeth from that of all Saints, by way of Excellency, and that 
in a very high degree, beyond what can be expreſſed or conceived, not 
only that it was never defiled with fin, but for other greatReaſons. And 
tho Chriſt took fleſh and blood, and the truenature of man, yet that prov- 
eth not, that as man, Chriit had not that which was more excellent 
even belonging to his body and blood as well as to his Soul, far above all 
other men,his very body being Miraculouſly conceived, and having no im- 
mediate Father, as Man, bur God. As to his 3d. Anſwer, Thatis as weak 
and impertinent as the other two ; he owns that in one tenſe, the blocd 
ſhed was more, in that it had a peculiar hgnitication, &c. Bur this is but 
a (mall preference, to ſay in one ſenſe, it had a peculiar (ignification, the 
blood ot the Beaſts in one fenie had > peculiar ftignihcarion,that were Of- 
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fered in $acrifices under the Law, being Types and Typical fagnifications 
of Chriſt's Blood. But the blood of Chriſt thar was outwardly ſhed, 
had not a Typical Signification, as the blood of beafts had,-but was x 
real part of the true Atronement, together with his Body and Soul; and 
if he had any knowledg of the great Miftery of that Blood, and any due 
value for it, he would not only have owned 1t to be more than the blood 
of another Saint, in one ſenſe, but in a manifold ſenſe, or rather every 
way, having the preference; the blood as wellas the Body of the Saints, 
corruptible, and doth corrupt; but neither the body nor blood of Chriſt 
did corrupt ; and that G. . infifts to much on that Argument, that be- 
cauſe that blood is not in being, which W. B. had confeit, that therefore 
it is not Meritorious of Juſtification ; this is but Argumentum ad hominem 
at moſt againſt . B. ; but whatfaith G. . to it, Is that Blood in being, 
or did it corrupt 2? Let him ſpeak out plainly, and not ſhift or quible, as 
his manner too much hath been in Controverly ; and if nothing can merit, 
or be efficacious, which is not in being ; this doth as muchrender Chriſt's 
Deatiz, and bodily Sufterings ineffectual, but only for that lirtle time 
that he ſuffered ; and becaule Chriſt's Death and bodily Sufterings arenow 
at an end; Chriſt having once died, dierh no more : But the Scripture 
faith, that Chriſt by one Offering hath for ever perfe&ed rhem that are 
San&ifed, and that was the Offering his body once for all (his blood being 
alſo a part of the Offering) together with lus Soul, and this Offermg was 
effecual in all Ages before he Died, as well as it is now effectual, and will 


' beto the Worlds end, to all that truly believe, and obey his Goſpel. 


But what little true knowledg, either G. F. or W. P. hath of the Mi- 
ſery of Chriſt's Fleſh and Blood or of Chnit without us, doth ſuffictently 
appear from two Citations more; I ſhall bring one of G. WV. another of 
W. P. in the Second Part of the Chriſtian Sneker, done by G. FF. pag. 244. 
Fe really own, ({aich he) azd confeſs tothe Blood of Cirift, both in the Hi- 
ftory, and in the Myſtery, 8c, ' By this it plainly appeareth, that he did 
not own the blood of Chriſt, as it was onrwardly ſhed, to have any miſtery 
in it, that blood outwardly ſhed, was blood in the Hittory, bur the life or 
ſpiric, or Light within, that's blood in the Miftery. Next FF. P. in his 
Anlwer to F-bn Falto, findeth great fault with him 3; See his Rejoynder, 
P. 335- 336, 337. For his holding it to be a Trath, Toat Chriſt without us 
agreat Miſtery, who died as a Malefattor, by his Death reconciled to God, 
&c. Tea, and more miſterions, than for Chriſt to be in the (Gentiles (rightly 
wndcrflond.) Bur in oppoticion to John Falds's Aﬀſertion, VF. P. faith, in 
way of reply, Tre IH t91yis maze the greateſt A tery, and to bel.eve the 
one, matter of greater d(f.calty, than t» experience the other, And p. 336, 
237: Beſaich turthcr, Ur fs ſtrange, tat ſhould be reputed moſt Mitterions, 
which was the In7radn.tion to the AMiſtery, ard thiſe Tranſaltions counted 
woſt diſſicrlt, that were by the Divine wiſdom of Gol, Oraained as ſo many 


farile Repreſentation, cf what was to be arcompliſhed in Man, In ſhort 


(faith he) it is to leſſen if not totally to excluce the true Aﬀiſtery of Godlineſs, 
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which 's Cariſt manifeſted in his Chilaen, their hope of Glory, Obl. 
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Obſ. It isplainly evident, that they make not only Chriſt's Works and 
Sufferings without us, but Hiſtory ; but even Chriſt himſelf without us, is 
to them but Hiſtory; and to believe in him without us, is but Hi- 
ſtory, and an Hiſtorical Faith. Bur if theſe Men were not extreamly 
dark and blind, they could ſee and own, that as Chriſt withinis a Miſte- 
ry, and a great Miſtery (and if John Falas did deny it, I ſhall be far from 
Juſtifying or excuſing him) ſo Chriſt without us is not only a Miſtery, but 
4 greater Miſtery, or rather, as Chriſt both without us and within us, is 
but one Chriſt; ſo one exceeding great, and glorious Miſtery; but if we 
may diſtinguiſh this one great Miſtery, as 1t were in two parts, as we 
commonly diitinguiſh a two fold' appearance of Chriſt, one wchout us 
in the Fleſh, ancther within us, by his Spirit, and yer bur one Chiitt, fo 
we ought to own and confeſs, 1f we have any Spiritual Sight and know- 
dg of Chriſt, that Chritt without us, as he 1s both God and Man, God 
manifeſt in the Fleſh, in whom dwclieth all fuinefs of Grace ai:d ou 
is a far greater part of the Miſtery, than Chritc within us, for che fuineſs 
dwelt,and fil dwelleth in the Man Chriit wichcur us ; but the bett of the 
Saints that ever lived, have' bur their retpcctive Meaſures, and the Miſte- 
ry of Chriſt, his being burh God and Man, his miraculuus conception aild 
Birth, his being that Univerſal Offering for vur Sins, nis Death, Retur- 
re&tion and Aiccntion, and continual interce ion for us in Heaven, and 
his continually giving forth, and ſending doin to his Saints cn Earth, 
new and freſh influences of Life, Light and Grace; yea, ard by what he 
conveyeth into mens Hearts of his Power and Virtue, both to begin and 
carry on the work of Regeneration in men, what a complex of Miſteries 
is here? who can (ufficiently declare them 2? or who, chat 15 not grotly 1gno- 
rant of the inward work of Regeneration, can prefer the inward work of 
Regeneration (tho a great and glorious miſtery) co Chriit, «s he is both 
God and man wichout us, who hath the Spirit given him without mea- 
ſure? Is nor this to prefer the mealure to the fulneſs, the ftream to the 
Fountain, the EtteR to the Cauſe, the Gift to the Giver, and the Lite in 
the Hands and Feet, and other M=:mbers, to the Life in the Head, and 
the Sap -and Vertue that 1s in the branches to that which is in the Tree 
and Root ? And lecing the work of Regeneration and San&itication 1n 
the Saints, is a great miitery ; muſt. we not own him who is the Author, 
and great Cauie of it, to be greater? Unleſs YY. Penn will ſay, that it 
is not Chriſt without us, bur coly Chriſt within us, that is the Author 
and Cauſe of Regeneration, Indeed 1f he can prove that only Chriſt 
within men, is the cauſe of Regeneration, he harh gained his Font 3 but 
this he will never be able to dog and he may expect as ſoon, to perſwade 
men of underftandin;;, that the Sun is no cauſe of the Generation cf 
Herbs, and Plants in the Earth, being without them 3 as that Ciritt with- 
out men, 1s not the Cauſe of the work of Regenerarion within 3 for it we 
aſcribe the work of Regerciation within men, to Chriſt, or to his Spirit, 
Light and Lite within, as the pes that mealu;e within, ccmes o_ 
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the fulneſs in the Man Chriſt without them, yea and from the Man Chriſt, 
in whom the fulneſs dwelleth,and the meaſure a&eth in.the Saints, by the 
Power and Strength of the Fulnels thereof, for and FF. P.or G. FY.to 
ſuppole the _—y of Regeneration,can either be experienced, witneſled, 
or underſtood, without the Miſtery of Chriſt without us, argueth as great 
ignorance in them, as if one ſhould think, he can demonſtrate the Gene- 
ration of Herbs and Plants, Springing out of the Earth without the Sun 
But it is a further inſtance of YY. Penn his great Ignorance in the Mi- 
ſtery of Chriſt, that by his words above named ; he maketh Chriſt with- 
out, but the introduction to the Miſtery, viz. Chrift wichin, as to ſay, 
The Life in the Head, is but an introduction to the Lite in the Members, 
and thus the Members ſhall be more valuable than the Head. And laſtly 
It is a moſt ranting ſtrain in him, to ſay, That what Chriſt did, and ſuf 
fered without Men, which he calleth Tranſattions, to be ſo many facile Repre- 
ſemtations of what was to be I. in Man. Thus Chriſt withour, 
is made but a Type, Figure and Shell, and the inward is made the Kernel 
and Antit1 But was there not more in Chriſt, of the inward, incom- 
parably, than in all men > For what of the Kernel or Subſtance any or 
all the Saints have, they have it out of him, and by and through him, 
even the Man Chriſt without them. And whereas it isplainly evident 
from VP. Penn his words abovementioned, That he will not have the Ma- 
nifeſtation of God in the Fleſh of Chriſt, to be the true Miſtery of God- 
lineſs; but Chriſt manifeſted in his Children, , the hope of Glory ; he 
ſets things in oppofition, which ougne not to be oppoſed, but joyned to- 
ether; and he erts, moſt grolly, theſe words of the Apoſtle Paml, 
| —_ as ſome of his late Brethren have done) xn Tim. 3. 16. without con- 
troverſy great is the miſtery of Godlineſs, God manifeſt in the Fleſh, Fuſtified

in the Spirit, 8&c. Jumbling two places of Scripture together, and con- | 
founding their ſenſe, as if becauſe that place, Colrſ7 1. 29. mentioneth : 


Chriſt in yow, the hope of Glory, that therefore by God manifeſt in the Fleſh, 
&c. [4 which Paul faith, without controverſy, great is the miſtery of God- 


lineſs ; is to be underſtood Chriſt in the Saints, and not Chriſt without 
us, as he was both God and Man; whereas it 1s moſt evideur, That place | 
is to be underſtood of the Man Chriſt, in whom was and is the moit Glu- 


rious Maniteſtation of God that ever was, and no otherwiſe of Chriſt, 
in the Saints, but by way of concomirancy or confequence, becauſe what- 
ever Manifeſtation of the Life Virtue or Meaſure ot the Spirit of Chriſt 


any of the Saints have, they have it ex? of the fulnels of the Spirit, and | 


of Grace and Truth, that awelleth in the Glorined Man Chriſt Jeſus, and 
out of his fulneſs, it floweth into ther”, is water in the cteeks Boweth 
into them- out of the Ocean, or fulnels vr Warer that is in the Sea ; and 
as the outward Light we have on Earth, daily floweth from the Foun- 
tain and Fulneſs of Light, that is in the outward Sun, and this the laſt 
clauſe of that Verſe, 1 Tim. 3. 16. plainly proverh, viz. Received up in- 
to Glory, maniteſtiy . pointing ar Cjuilt's Aſcention into Heaven, _ the

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Glory he is ſtated into. And let W. P, plainly Anſwer me, whether ke 
Judgeth that the manifeſtaticn of God in the man W.P. or in the manG. 
W. or any other man whatſoever isgreater, or a greater miſtery, than the 
manifeſtation of God, in the man Chriſt Jeſus, as his words plainly im- 
port, at _ a natural and neceſſary conſequence, becauſe he faith, The 
ane is but the Hiſtory, and the introduttion to the Miſtery ; but the other, 
viz. God and Chriſt in W. P. and other Saints, is the miſtery it ſelf, and 
Chriſt without, and all that he did and ſuffered without men, is but ſo 
many facile Repreſentations of what was to be accompliſhed in man. 
Thus as the Scenographical Deſcription of an Houle, is tar inferior to the 
Houle, being but a facile Repreſentation of it, a mean cheap thing, that 
ye may have for a Penny and lets, and the very making the Draught of it, 
a facile thing, eaſily made, with little, either labour or coſt, whereas the 
Houſe is a great work, not built but with great labour and coſt, ſo Chriſt 
without, and thoſe tranſations of his, are but facile repreſentations of 
what was to be accompliſhed in Man ; if this be not to make the man 
W. P. and what is accompliſhed, or to be accompliſhed in the man W.P. 
and otherSaints of more value and conſideration, than the man Chriſt 
Jeſus of Naſareth ; and than all his moſt werthy and moſt highly valu- 
able Actions, and Sufferings, which W. P. calleth Tranſa&ions, I appeal 
to all ſincere Chrifttans, Hcw much mote Chriſtian would it have been in 
W.P. to haveſaid, what was done, or accompliſhed in the Man Chriſt 
Jeſus of Naſareth, and his moſt Holy and Periz Obedience, both active 
and paſſive (fo far as is imitable by us, and ſo far as men are capahle of 
beirg made conformable thereunto) is that original, and moſt excellent 
Excemplar, and archetipe patern, according to which, the Saints are made 
conformable, and the Virtues and Fruits of the Spirit, which are accom- 
pliſhed in the Saints,and remain to be fully accompliſhed in them, anſwer 
to theſe Virtues in Chriſt, by way of Analogy and Similitude, ſo that 
both theſe in him, the Head, and in them the Members, are real and ſub- 
ſtantial Virtues, bur more eminently and Tranſcendenely greater in the 
Man Chriſt, than in any other men, however is Holy, that ever were, or 
ſhall be. Ard as the Sint, whici are Chriſt's Members, are to be made 
throughly conformable to him, both in his Virtues, and a&tive obedience, 
ſoinhis Death and Sufterings, (0 as to be.Crucitied with him, Buried with 
him, Riſen with him, &c. Yet this is not to be ſo underſtood, as if what 
was accompliſhed in the man Chritt, without us, above Sixteen hundred 
years ago, 1s but the Figure, or Type (or Hiſtory and facile repretentatt- 
on, as W.P. phrafeth it, (more Kanter like, than a ſober Chriſtian) of 
what is tobe accompliſhed in man. And tho thele called Socimians do 
greatly Err in not owning Chritt to be God, as well as Man, in the two 
Id Nature of his Godhead and Manhood, moiſt wonderfully United, and 
ſo greatly derogate from his great and high Dignity,yet I know not that 
any of them all have ſuch mean and low Thoughts of the Man Chriſt, 
as to hold, That the manifeſtation of God is. the man Chriſt, was - le(s 
miltery

miſtery, and of leſs confideration than the manifeſtation of God in holy 
men. And if W. P. thinks to evade, by anſwering, that tho the manifeſta- 
tion of God, in the nian Chritt, is greater than the maniteſtation of God 
in the man \V. P. fimp'y as init felt conſidered; yet as to W, P. and as 
to his Spiritual Advantage, and well being, and Spiritual Blethngs, the 
manifeitation in W., ÞP, is greater, and of greater conſideration than” the 
manifeſtation that was, or 1s in the man Chriſt Jeſus. But it he take ro 
this evaiion, he runs hwaſeif into as great an Error as the tormer, and 
makes himiclt not a member of Chritt the Head, bur an independent 
may, nz:ither having, nor needing any dependance on the Man 
Chritt, who contivered even as man, as truely as God, is the Head ot all 
the F.uthtul; and if he take to this Error, he will be a compleat Deiit, 
that proteſſeth a dependency on God, but nut on the man Chriſt, where- 
as every true Cariitan doth believe, and profeſs a d:pendency, both on 
God, and on Cnriit, and as God 1s the Head of the man Chriit, ſo they 
believe thats Chriſtis the Hed of his Church, and = jure) the Ticad of all 
men. And thercfore as the:r Faith reſpe&s God, by which they cxercite 
a continual dependency on him, fo the tame Faich retpects the man Cirift 
now glorihed in Heaven, as a rea} object without them, as the way, and 
conduit of conveyance, by and through whom, they daily receive new 
and freſh ſupplics of Grace from him, who 1s the God of all Grace, the 
Father of Lights, and Father of Mercies. And whereas the Saints de- 
pendence on Chritt is relembled in Scripture, to that of the Menibers on 
the Head, and of the Branches on the Vine, let W. P. tell me © hether 
his Philotophy (or not to uſe that oftenſive word, which ſeemeth to many 
of his Ignorant Brethren, with whom Ignorance 1s the Mother of Devo- 
tion, as too plainly appeareth by their crying out ſo much againſt Know- 
Izdz, withovr a true diitintion as a fort of Witchcraft, or the fyrbidden 
Fruit) or rather his Underttanding and common ſer.12 of a man, teacheth 
him not, that the manitettation of Life in the Head, 1s great, and more 
to the members, (as well as in it ſe) rhan what is of Lite in the nicein- 
bers, alſo the Life n-thg.t ree, or Rocr,' is more to the Branches, as well 
as in it {elt, than the Life in the Branches, and water w:ichour W. P's. 
Belly, is more to W. P. (as well as its in it ſelf, in Rivers or Fountains) 
than as it 15 in W, P's. Belly, for let him have ever ſo much water, or 6- 
ther refreſhing Liquor, that quencheth his Thirſt in his Beily, he will 
Thirſt again, and need more trem the Fountain without him, than what 
he hath at preſent in him. Bur if he fay (as ſome 1gnorant perſcns have 
ſaid) wrefting and miſapplying- Chritt's words, fohn 4. He that 4rinkerh of 
the water that I ſhall give hon. ſhall never thirſt, but the water that [ (hall 
give him, ſhall bein him a well of + water ſpringing vp into everlaſiivg Life) 
he has the Fountain int him, ſo needs nor to have his Faith enciolled mn 
Chriſt as an objxe&t withour him. 1 aniwer, as I grant all true vzlicvers 
have the waterof Life, as a Fountain in them, bur this Fountain they re- 
ceive it from out of the great Fountain, and fulneis that 15 in the wap 
Chrit 
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Chriſt without _ and this Fonntam and Well of Living Water 1n 
them is daily encreated, and multiplied m them, by what comes into 
them from out ot the ſaid Fulnefs m the man Chriſt. Amd theſe words, 
Coloſ. 1. 26. Chrift in you the hope of glory, perverted and milapplied by 
William Pemn, do not prove that the Manifeſtation of God in hs 
Children, 1s greater, or a greater Miftery, or a greater concern, and 
ground cf Conſolation to them, than what is in Chriſt withowr 
them ; for if Chriſt in us be our hope of glory, then we have 
not all in us, that we hope for ; hope looks beyond what 1s pro- 
ſently enjoyed or poſleſisd, to the ftock and full inheritance, thar 
is treaſured up in Chriſt, and is not m us, but in him, and what 
we, or the beſt of Men have in them, is but the earnelt and fir 
Fruits of Glory, but not the full poſſetſhion of it, and this full po{- 
ſeflion is Jaid up for us in Chritt our Head, who is tin Heaven, far 
we read in Scripture, not only of Chriit in the Saints, their hope af 
Glory, but alſo of the Hope which is laid up for them in Heaven, 
Culef 1. 5. And ſurely that Hope is laid up for us m Chrilt, who 
is in Heaven, even that Heaven into which Chriſt hath bodily A(- 
cended 3 and this Heaven is without men, and cannot be confined 
to the narrow Bounds of Mens Breaſts, unlels William Penn will turn 
Ranter in this alſo, and not allow that Chriſt did Bodily Aſcend 
into any Heavens without men; of which ſome of his former Books 
have given too great caule of Suſpicion ; repreſenting a Local Hea- 
ven, as a Carnal Mahomctan Notion ; and to deny the Locality of 
Heaven and Hell,that is void, of outward place,'s to him no very Otten- 
five Opmion. See his Regopuder to Jo. Faldo, page 179, compared
